I had it directly from the lips of the eldest and 
most experienced of the Prudential Committee 
of the Board. Idid not speak to the public ear 
without first knowing whereof I affirmed. As 
to my views of republican liberty, and the duties 
of a republican citizen, I have the opinion of 
Judge eae Y (who is generally supposed to 
know something upon this subject) and of other 
gentlemen most deeply studied in the science 
of republican government, which they have

| NORWICH ANTI-SLAVERY MEETING. 


| On Wednesday, the 3rd of January, an ex- 
‘cellent meeting of the friends of ‘negro freedom 
'was held in St. Andrews’ Hall, Norwich, at 
which from 500 to 700 of the most respectable 
|of the inhabitants were present; the Mayor, 
|S. S. Beare, Esq. presiding in the chair on the 
| occasion. 
We have not room, even for the shortest out- 
‘line of the interesting and animated proceed- 
lings. The speakers were Mr. Wright, the 
ev. S. Titlow, Mr. Brightwell, Mr. George 
the Rev. Mr. Green, and others ; 
‘and their several addresses were characterised 
by strong feeling, accurate information, and 
deep sympathy for the wrongs of the negro. 
But the most striking feature in the proceedings

the meeting. e say striking feature, because 


i been previously considered that so wide a 
aes ph ret between that gentleman's views 
and ours, that he would most likely rather 
than support, any proceedings having for their 
object the repeal of the Apprenticeship System ! 
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_Mr. Buxton, however, has shown that 
difference of opinion between him and his 
former colleagues, is not as to what ought to 
be done, but merely as to what he deems prac- 
ticable—we, ver, maintain, that what 
ought to be done, can be done; and if the na- 
tional voice be lifted up to decree that it shall 
be done, it will be done! . 
Mr. Buxton moved the third resolution at 
the Norwich Meeting, and the following is the 
condensed substance of his speech :— 


He hated the Apprenticeship—he always 
had hated it—it was unnecessary—an odious 
and grievous system. He hated it still more 
because of its abuses. - Jt ought to be immedi- 
ately abolished—whether for two years, or two 
hours, it was equally a violation of the negro’s 
rights. He approved the present system of ag: 
itation—he thought good would be done, though 
not perhaps ail the good anticipated by some. 
He wished their efforts good speed in the name 
ofthe Lord. He thought, however, that the ul- 
timate condition of the negro was a more im- 

rtant question—he meant comparatively. 

te would not stay the present movement—he 
only desired to couple with it, efforts for the 
welfare of the negro beyond 1840. He attend- 
ed from a sense of duty, as well as from a de- 
sire to hear a speech from George Thompson. 
He desired to tell the meeting, and the world, 
that there were no substantial differences be- 
tween abolitionists—their differences referred 
to the carrying out principles into details, and 
not to principles in themselves considered. 
He concurred in almost every syllable uttered 
by George Thompson, with whom he hoped to 
labor shoulder to shoulder, through years to 
come, in the abolition of Slavery and the Slave 
Trade throughout the world. did not wish 
to be understood as retracting the views he had 
put forth in a friendly letter which had been 
published ; he would rejgieé to find that he had 
been in error, and when he did so, no dut 
would be more pleasant than that ef acknowl. 
edging his mistake !

LOVEJOY AND CILLEY. 

Mr. Eprror :—Public opinion has been re- 
cently excited by the death, in a duel, of one 
of the Representatives to Congress. Nearly 
all the public presses speak freely of this tragi- 
cal and unhappy event. How mueh more 
manly and fearlessly, with less of that erouch- 
ing to Southern opinion, does every editor, who 
has any regard for moral principles, declare his 
sentiments, than when Rev. Elijah P. Lovejoy 
was murdered at Alton, on the 7th of Novem- 
ber, 1837, in defence of the liberty of the press 
and of opinion. Then, with some honorable 
exceptions, the press denounced Lovejoy as a 
murderer, because he was murdered; now, 
Cilley is almost deified. Lovejoy was abused 
in the most bitter terms, for his (so called) 
‘ false courage ;’ now, Cilley is commended for 
his unflinching obstinacy. Then, the press de- 
clared that Lovejoy should have submitted to 
the public voice, and if persecuted in one city, 
flee into another: now, Cilley is defended on 
the ground that he could not, without sacrific- 
ing his honor, (?) have refused the challenge. 
How inconsistent are these contradictory opin- 
ions! We were told that Lovejoy did not die 
a martyr to the freedom of the press, but its 
corruption: now, that Cilley died a glorious 
martyr to the noble principle of honor! and 
not tothe corruption of human nature. They 
both died martyrs: one to moral courage ; the 
other, to the savage and brutal custom of du- 
elling! Mr. Cilley met his antagonist on the 
field : both had equal advantages as to position ; 
both were good marksmen, both equally guilty. 
But I do not intend to draw the line of distinc- 
tion between the guilt of each and every person 
concerned in the duel, for there is no such dis- 
tinction; but the wide difference between the 
two martyrs, and the manner in which their 
deaths are spoken of by the public press. How 
different the case! bondiy died, defending 
his property, and, what is of far greater im- 
portanee, the freedom of the press and of opin- 
ion; Cilley, in defending that paltry and fool- 
ish affair ‘honor.’ How different the principle 
of action! The former died ‘girding on the 
whole armor’ of moral principle, in defending 
his guaranteed rights against vitiated public 
opinion ; the latter voluntarily setting himself 
as a shooting mark, because he had virtually, 
by the laws of duelling, (but not expressly) in- 
timated that seme person was not a gentleman ! 
O! the depth of human folly and inconsisten- 
cy, and the corruption of the press! Let every 
one decide, without partiality, and without 
prejudice in his favor or against him, who pos- 
sessed the greater degree of moral courage, 
and who was actuated by the purer motives. 
If life must, in any case, be sacrificed, let it, be 
sacrificed for some noble purpose, Let it not 
become mere sport, mere trifling, to take away 
that life which was given by a benevolent Je- 
hovah, and which mancannot give. But when, 
from the best of motives, in defence of human- 
ity, a man is murdered, let him not receive ig- 
nominy and contempt, but that reverence and 
respect, which mankind owe to their benefac- 
tors. And whena man ‘ dies as the fool dieth,’ 
let not his name be numbered among those who 
courageously meet death in the face, in de- 
fence of a noble object ; but permit him to go 

—‘ down 
To the vile dust from whence he sprung, 
Unwept, unhonored, and unsung.’ 





EXTRACT FROM MR. SLADE’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Slade said, that, as the memorial which 
he had had the honor to present, contained 
merely a prayer for the abolition of slavery and 
the slave rob; in the District of Columbia, un- 
accompanied by arguments in its support, he 
felt called on, as the representative of the me- 
morialists, to state in their behalf, the grounds 
on which he understood the prayer of the me- 
morial to be founded. 

Mr. S. said he approached this subject with 
great hesitation and embarrassment. He felt 
admonished by every thing he saw around him, 
that it was exceedingly unpleasant to a large 
portion of the house. He had seen at the pres- 
ent session, as on former occasions, a manifest 
determination to suppress all debate upon it. 
It had been treated as a prohibited subject—as 
one on which it was unlawful to speak. Noth- 
ing would satisfy a portion of the house, but si- 
lence—absolute silence—both on the part of 
the people and their representatives. 4
